I, , U'.'TRODUCTIOi; 

A . DESCRIPTlOf] 

1. Project GRCROOND was approved during August 195 ^ as the roaster para- 
military program for Austria, The roof project, GRCROOND, includes 
sub-projects GRELAI’ED, GRAVIMETRY, GRGIV2NG, GRICE, GRIMPASTE and 
GRREPAIR. The primary objective is to develop nucleus groups and 
Individuals to be activated in wartime to perforu unconventional 
warfare missions. The secondary objective is to provide logistical 
and communications support for these UW Intelligence assets. 

2. The current USEUCOM War Plan envisages six moonventional warfare 
areas In Austria. As a supporting role to KUBARK’s requirements, 
KUCLUE Is to train, equip and mount one W/T operator per area for 
a total of six operators. 

Eo PURPOSE OF ANNEX 

The purpose of this emnex is to outline the communications support re- 
quired for FY-I96I. 

C, STATUS 

1. GRCROOl'ID agents GRREPAIR-15# 17 and l3 are cuiurently receiving train- 
ing. GRREPAIR-15 and 17 are expected to become operationally quali- 
fied during Fy-1961. GRREPAIR- 18 is a basic trainee, 

2, GRGIVING, GRICE, GRIMPASTE, GRAVIMETRY-^ and (2^ELA^ED-31 have been 
fully trained and require only periodic refresher training. Of 
these, all except ORBLAMED-31 have been fully equipped amd are in 
an operational readiness status. GRELAMED-j51 will be equipped and 
placed in an operational readiness status during FY-6I. 

3. GRCROOND sub-project GRLAUNCII was terminated during FY-I960. All 
contact with the agents has been dlsoontlnoed and KUCLUE support for 
GRLAUNCII-2 and GRLAUNCII A/9 is no longer required. 

4, Two W/T operators, GRICE and GRGIVING, are consldeT^sd contingency 
assets since they are in excess to the normal requirement of six W/T 
operators.

E. This project will require the availability of a minimum of six staff 
employees, one per circuit, within thirty days of the outbreak of general 
hostilities to render proper Base Station support. The actual number will 
be dependent upon existing W/T circuit requirements. KUCLUB mSy not be 
staffed to provide such Inonedlate support. While arrangements have been 
made v;lth ODEARL to supplemant KUCLUB Staff personnel strength at the 
outset of war, no firm quantity has been established nor is it reasonable 
to expect that such supplementary personnel v/ould be properly qualified 

in the diverse fields of clandestine coroaunlcat-lons . Consequently, con- 
siderable delay must be anticipated before an effective increase in KUCLUB' s 
capabilities could be realized.
